When we remember how slowly the 
story of last Easter week in Dublin 
leaked into the cuter world we cannot 
be ee a the dearth oí news 
from Petrogr The only information 
which Mr, i Law eould give the 


House of Commons yesterday was of a 
negative kind, The statement that the 
Tear had abdicated; and that his brother, 
the Grand Duke Michael, had accepted the 
Regency, was premature, These things 
have been decreed by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Duma—in other words, by 
the Provisional Government—but they 
have not yet been carried into effect, and 
the Tsar's whereabouts is unknown. This 
is disappointing, but not disconcerting, 
news. Tsar's devotion to Russia and 
his loyalty to the cause oí the Allies were 
never in doubt, and we must. believe that,

From Russia a breath of liberty 
will blow across all the still shackled com- 
munities of Europe. Germany's states- 
men watch the portent with sinking hearts, 
and her newspapers have no illusions 
about the new Government's attitude to 
the great conflict of arms. The revolution, 
as one of them confesses, means ' war to 
the knife on everything German.” . 

Our thoughts turn to Ireland on ‘St. 
Patrick's Day, and the diversion from 
Russia ‘to Ireland is made easy by the 
comments of the official Nationalist Press 
on the incidents and mpral of the revolu- 
tion. “We are told by the people who want 
to apply to Ulster the bureaucratic 
methods which have just received their 
death-blow in Russia that the Russian and 
Irish “die-hards ” are of the same family 
—that the fate of the Russian “ die-hards ” 
has a lesson for the British Government. 
The Nationalist politicians have been 
living in a strange world of fancy, and it 
was high time that they should be brought 
into sharp contact with realities. Mr. 
Bonar Law did them that service yester- 
day. He showed them that their 
stupidity, intolerance, and lack of an Im- 
perial conscience ate playing havoc with 
Nationalist Ireland's hopes of Home Rute. 
If the Government has plans for an Irish 
settlement, said “the Freeman's Journal 
yesterday, let it produce them, “and the 
Irish leaders will decide whether they are 
worth thinking about.” What is the pre- 
sent position of these high-and-mighty 
gentlemen? Mr. Bonar Law told them. 
They can get Home Rule only by agree- 
ment in Ireland, but they persist in think- 
ing that they can force the British Govern- 
ment and the English people to impose an 
external settlement on the whole of Ire- 
land. By their own folly 
alienated and disgusted the very powers to 
which they appeal. The English people, 
Mr. Bonar Law told them in so many 
words, is sick and tired of them, and the 
British Government refuses absolutely to 
be bullied by them. “ You threaten to ap- 
peal unto Cesar,”’ says Mr. Bonar Law; 
“unto Cesar, if you are not particularly 
careful, you shall eo.” If the Nationalists 
persist in their policy of obstructing the 
conduct of the war, the Government will go 
fo the counfry—and it will go on the 
ground that “ the Nationalists will not let 
us get on with the war.” If that happens, 
a result will be the disappearance of at 
least fifty per cent. of the present Nation- 
alist Party from Westminster; but this 
will be only one, and by far the least 
lamentable, result. At such a general 
election, on such a ground, the voice of an 
enraged England would proclaim .nex- 
piable war on all the political, social, and 
economic hopes of the Irish people. 

To-day, we may believe, the Nationalist 
members’ eyes are suddenly open to the 
depths of the precipice to whose very edge 
they have dragged their unhappy country. 
On this day of our national Saint may we 
not invite the patriotism 
sehse of Irishmen of all parties to come to 
freland’s rescue? It is admitted by all 
men that a peaceful settlement of the Irish 
question would be the greatest gift that 
mortal statesmanship could’ bestow on Ire- 
land. So long as we refuse to find it, 
are cheating our children of prosperity and 
happiness that God wishes them to enjoy. 
We are doing an even worse thing, how- 
ever: we are retarding the peace and pro- 
gress of the whole world. Mr. Bonar Law 
said yesterday that the healing of the 
Irish sore would be “ one of the best things

China Moves. 


On Wednesday China severed diplomatic 
relations with Germany, and followed up 
the bréach by seizing enemy shipping, 
which. totals some pear thousand 
tons, in Chinese waters. China is the 
only country in the world which has acted 
upon President Wilson’s invitation to all 
neutral States to break with Germany if 
she persisted in her submarine campaign. 
The suggestion that China.should make 
common cause with the Allies has long 
been canvassed, ‘Two chief obstacles have 
stood hitherto in the way. The first was the 
céaseless propaganda which the Germans 
have conducted throughout China, The other 
was the opposition of Japan to such an 
event. Count Okuma’s aggressive policy 
towards China, however; has been reversed 
by his successor as Premier, Marshal 
Terauchi, who has accepted the view that 
Japan's aspirations for expansion oa the 
Asiatic mainland are not necessarily ineon- 
sistent with the sá shrois, development of 
China. The advantages to the Allies of 
China's allegiance are both immediate and 
remote. It secures the organisation in 
their behalf of a vast labour market, whose 
resources for émployment behind the fight- | ¢ 
ing lines have already béen tapped, but are 
capable of a systematic expansion.

‘The best results cannot 
be got from apprentices who go to 
technical. schools after a long and ex- 
hausting day's work, The : Depart- 
ment’s programme provides for day 
schools for apprentices and others engaged 
in business, but that section of the pro- 
gramme has never been taken up 
adequately. In the county boroughs of 
Dublin, Belfast, and Cork the special 
classes which may be established under it 
are “practically non-existent’; while 
those that are attempted are in the smaller 
towns where the numbers that can be 
obtained are so small that the’ cost of 
running the classes becomes excessive. 
The most important aspect of the question 
is the bad effect on Trish industries of the 
absence of such facilities for the training 
of skilled workers as are given in Eng- 
land and Scotland.

to a telegram received, it was not known 
where the Tsar was. This was all the 
information the Leader of the House had 
to impart. The Russian, revolution was 
the main subject of conversation to-day in 
the Lobby of the House of Commons and 
in the clubs. Many members of the 
House thought that the news. was the 
greatest of the war, being a necessary con- 
dition of the more effeetive érganisation of 
the Russian Empire. ‘Very few have any 
fear that it will-in any way irterfere with 
the successful’ prosecution of the war, 
though there is a chance that the Germans 
may attempt to make use of it to secure 
an‘advantage on the battlefield. Little is 
known of M. ianko, the President of 
the Duma and head of the Provisional 
Government, but Englishmen who have 
met him speak highly of his courage,

RUMOURS. 


DENIAL FROIT MR. DUKE. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. DILLON asked whether during that day’s 
proceedings, or on the adjournment, there 
would be any Minister to answer for Ireland. 
A rumour had reached him that a warning had 
been issued in Dublin for the people to keep 
indoors next day (St. Patrick's Day), and he 
was anxious to get an authoritative statement 


as to whether there was any foundation for the 
rumour. 


Mr. BONAR LAW—I know nothing of ihe 
circumstances to whieh the hon. member al- 
ludes:- The Chief Secretary wént to Ireland 
yesterday, and 1 do not think there will be 


anyone here who. will be able to answer with 
authority. 


Mr. DILLON asked the right hon. genileman 
to. inquire during the day whether there was 
any truth in the report that the people of Dub- 
vel had been warned to remain indoors next 

Mr. BONAR LAW—I will obtain from tho 
Irish Office all the information I can. 

Mr. DEVLIN asked whether it would not be 
possible, in these troublous times, that the Chief 
secretary should spend his time in ireland, and 
that the right-hon. gentleman should be repre- 
sented im tne House by a Secretary. The people 
who are in charge of the Government, he said, 
are provoking the people in Ireland. 

The SPEAKER—The time for speeches will 
follow later. Laughter.) 


MESSAGE FROM THE CHIEF 
SECRETARY. 


Just before the adjournment, 

Mr. DILLON asked if there was any confir- 
mation of the rumour that people had been 
warned to remain indoors on St. Patrick's Day, 
and that arms and ammunition had been 
ordered to be served out to the Dublin police. 

Mr. BONAR LAW—The Chief Secretary is in 
Dublin. I communicated at once with the Irish 
Office, and have been in telephonic communi- 
cation with him. He has sent the following 
message :— 

_ “ No such order or warning has been 
issued by the Government. 

“ Some apprehension has been caused by 
rumours of intended demonstrations, but | 
believe them to have been circulated by 
mischief-makers. 

“1 am confident that disturbances on St. 
Patrick's Day would be resented. by re- 
sponsible persons of all shades of opinion 
in Dublin,” (Cheers.) 


MR. LAW AND A GENERAL 
ELECTION. 
On the report of the vote. of credit for 
, ,000, 

Sir HENRY DALZIEL asked the Government 
for a little more information with regard to 
the military forces at present in Ireland. There 
should be a frank declaration on the part of 
the Government, both as to the present posi- 
tion, and as to their future policy in reference 
to lreland. His own information from Ireland 
was not at all of a reassuring character. There 
was an overwhelming necessity that no domestic 
question should interfere with the concentration 
of public opinion on the vigorous prosecution of 
the war. 

Mr. BONAR LAW said that as to Sir Henry 
Dalziel’s question about Ireland, he would have 
preferred to have time to think about what he 
ought to say, and to consult the Prime Minis- 
ter about it. He was asked to speak frankly, 
and he would do so. Nothing that had hap- 
pened in the House since he became a Minister 
seemed so deplorable as the ending of the Irish 
discussion the other day. (Hear, éar There 
is, continued Mr. Law, among all parties a 
stronger and more universal desire to have 
some settlement than ever existed before. If 
goodwill will do it, it will be done to-morrow. 
But, as Burke says, ' Idle wishes are the most 
idle of all things.’’. Although what I am say- 
ing shows the spirit in which | should like to 
deal with the question, that is not of much 
value unless you can find some practical way of 
dealing with it. Thus, perhaps, 1 am making 
the mistake of being too frank im saying that 
| tive whole House of Cominóna desires’ a setile-* 
ment; but I am not sure that there is as much 
sympathy with the Nationalist Party in the 
country im proportion to previous times as there 
is in the House of Commons. Hon, Gentlemen 
sona have felt it their duty—[ do not com- 
plain; they must be judges of their own action— 
to go into opposition in something like the old 
ways to the Government. 

it may happen—there is no reason why I 
should not say it—that the Government 
could not be conducted in a time like this 
with the ordinary methods of Parliamen-

I do not think anything 
could be worse than that, and | am sure 
hon. gentlemen opposite, as well as we here, 
would desire to avoid that. 

The House knows that the Prime Minister 
indicated clearly, and it.\was the suggestion 
made by the late Prime Minister, that, if he 
thought there was any hope of any good re- 
sulting from the appointment of a .commission 
in any of the ways suggested, he would be 
glad to do it. Since then we have received no 
communication from any of the parties in Ire- 
land. But, in spite of that, we are now, as 
a Government, earnestly considering whether 
er not any action on the part of the Govern* 
ment is possible. (Cheerre.) That is all I can 
savy now. I am afraid it only comes down to 
this—that we recognise, as well as anyone, that 
ihis-ds net a domestic question at all, and that, 
if any method could be found for healing this 
old sore, it would be one of the best things 
from the point of view of bringing the war to 
a successful conclusion. In conclusion,.the right 
hon. gentleman appealed to the House to let 
the Government have the Vote in order that 
other matters might he considered. He said 
this from no want of respect to the House of 
Commons, but the Government were really giv- 
ing up every hour to matters that were press- 
ing and vital, and, therefore, he hoped the 
House would enable the Government to get on 
with business. (Cheers.) 


SIR JOHN SIMON, 


Sir JOHN SIMON said that the House and 
the country would warmly welcome the news 
that the Government was not allowing the pre- . 
sent situation regarding Ireland to rest, and 
that the Government was engaged in seeing if 
it could not make a. contribution, as a Govern- 
ment, towards the solution of this grave situa- 
tion. He would, however, point out that a 
General Election was not an alternative solu- 
tion. It was no solution at all. (Nationalist 
cheers.) So far from solving the problem, it 
would only aggravate and intensify the feelings 
of opposition and bitterness. The other day 
the pi deferred to the sentiments held. by 
the people of a great Dominion, and no Eng- 
lishman could fail to see that the present situa- 
tion in Ireland was one that must continue to 
be a matier of geproach by the self-governing 
Dominions of the Crown.

Mr. BONAR LAW —lI don’t want there to be 
any misunderstanding.

Yesterday the revelted troops and the crowds 
commandeered all the motor cars in the streets, 
took the names of the occupants, and undertook 
to return the gars. This promise will 
be fulfilled. Order is the watchword of the 
day. 

Life has been taken, it is true, but atcording to 
the lights of the people it has been taken as on 
the battlefield. For some weeks past it has 
been evident that a climax in the food crisis 
was approaching. People were obliged to stand 
for three, or even five, hours in a temperature 
of 40 degrees of frost, and even then often not 
obtain bread. Potatoes were eight or nine 
times dearer than usual, and the ‘price of other 
foodstuffs was practically prohibitive for the 
poor. The explanation given’ by the -voluble 
new Minister. of Agriculture, M. Ritti¢ch, was 
not calculated to relieve the hunger of the 
present or the atixiety for the future. He 
ascribed it to the delay in the arrival of flour 
at Petrograd owing to snowstorms, as though 
snowstorms in Russia in February were an un- 
exampled phenomenon, 

The Minister of the Interior, M. Pro- 
topopoff, a wealthy manufacturer, and a 
courtier with the reputation for debon- 
hair duplicity, was absent from Saturday's 
conference on the food question, on the initia- 
tive of M.. Rodgianko. Residing at Tsarskoe 
Selo, it is generally stated that he was much 
engaged in indulging in spiritualistic seances. He 
was equally detested by Parliamentarians and 
the people, and had never appeared in the 
Duma since his appointment as a Minister. With 
the Premier a nonentity, it was not surprising 
that the outloek as regards fodd was regarded

Some of the Cossacks doffed their caps, and 
cheered back—a truly eloquent sign of the 
times, which the authorities failed to read. 

H is said that the Grand Duke Nicholas is now 
in Petrograd, but whoever takes the command of 
the troeps the question of officering them will 
So far, except a few 
cases, the officers have been quietly disarmed.

Sir,—Mr, Devlin’s joking suggestion in the 
House of Commons, that Summer Time should 
be enforced in that part of Ireland which wants 
it, and not elsewhere, really contains the best 
way of dealing with that unfortunate fad. The 
farmers of Ireland have the remedy in their 
own hands. Let them simply refuse to advance 
their clocks, Many did so last year. In this 
neighbourhood the refusal was nearly universal. 
If this year the farmers everywhere refuse to 
alter their clocks, and the clergy, both Roman 
Catholic and Protestant, refuse to conform to 
Summer Time in their hours of Divine Service, 
there will be nothing left to observe Summer 
Time in the country districts, but trains and 
It will be easy to remember that these 
go an hour earlier. Nobody will be one penny 
the worse; and the rural industries, which must. 
keep to nature’s time-table, will not be dis- 
turbed. 

It is evident that in any case the agricul- 
tural community can derive no benefit from the 
Act. However early they may get up, farmers 
and farm labourers cannot begin work ill 
nature's proper time for commencing; and if: 
they begin late they must leave off late, or lose 
a part of each working day. So the extra hour 
of evening relaxation is not for them. They 
may as well, then, take the bull by the horns 
first last. Then will be clear the result 
which I foretold for years—that Summer Time 
would introduce a double time-standard into 
the country, with all its attendant confusion. 
We shall have every spring and summer a 
“country time ' and a “ town time,” the latter 
being an hour ahead of the former. We shall 
be back again, in another form, to the old con- 
fusion of clocks before the world’s time was 
unified, af such a great expenditure of trouble. 
The Act is, in fact, not an advance, but a 
thoroughly reactionary measure.—-Yours, etc.

PROSECUTION: FOR VIOLATION a 


OF THE ORDER. 


In the Northern Division Police Court, Dub- 
lin, yesterday, before Mr. Drury, a case of 
some interest to the general public was heard. 
It was a summons at the suit of thé Metro- 
politan Police a a genre James Jenkinson, potato 
merchant, Capel street, Dublin, for having sold 
10 cwis. of potatoes to James Binoy, a retailer 
of potatoes, at a price in excess of the price 
fixed by an Order of the Fc od Controller, and 
made under the regulations for the Defence of 
the Realm 

Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
Patrick J, Sheridan), appeared for the de- 
fendant. 

Mr. Wm. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by Mr, 
J. W. Davis), conducted the case for the pro- 
secution, Outlining the case for the magis- 
trate, counsel said the summons was issued 
under an Order made on February 24th called 
the Potatoes (Main Crop) Prices Order. The 
case for the prosecution was that on February 
27, in the potato market, Halston street, Mr. 
Jenkinson’ s storeman sold ‘to James Siney, a re- 
tailer, 10 ewt. of potatoes at 12s. per cwt., or 
at the rate of £12 per ton. That price was in 
excess of the price fixed by the Order. Mr. 
Siney having paid the price demanded, made a 
complaint in the public interest. Mr. Jenkin- 
son said he could not afford to sell at a price 
under 12s, per cwt., inasmuch as he had him- 
self paid £10 10s, per ton to the grower, John 
Torpey, of Cloughjordan, plus carriage from: 
the County Tipperary. Torpey had “violated 
the Order when he charged more than £9 per 
ton. 


Mr. Healy said this case and its effects were 

of tremendous concern to the public of Dublin; 
but the Order under which the case was 
brought was witra vires. He contended that it 
should be proved that the power of the Board 
of Trade had been delegated to Lord Devon- 
port, the Food Controller, However, the dé- 
fendant, and the other factors concerned, 
were not in court to meet the ase In a 
Rappareo spirit. He knew that Lord Devonport 
was anxious not to inflict any hardship upon 
Ireland, and he had handed over thé manage- 
ment of food control to the Department of 
Agriculture. The defendant had addressed 
the Department, and the Deparimeni replied 
that they had nothing to do with the 
matter. He suggested that: the prosecution 
ought to be withdrawn, or adjourned. The 
prosecution did not strike at the source of the 
evil, but at men who desired to do their duty. 
' Mr, Carrigan said that Mr. Jenkinson was 
guilty of an offence in paying to Mr. Torpey 
more than £9 a ton. He did not press for 
severe punishment in this case, but he thought 
that a conviction would have a useful effect at 
the present time. It would be for the public 
good to show that the Orde? could not be dis- 
regarded. A breech of the Order was .punish- 
able with imprisonment. not exceeding sx 
months, or a fine not exceeding £100, or with 
a fine and imprisonment. 

Mr. Healy—If there be a 

case the Dublin factors wil! 
shops, the farmers will be lefi 
oh their hands, and Dublin 
short of food. 
' Mr. Carrigan said that, 
an undertaking on behalf of his clienta that 
they would not exceed the fixed price, he 
would consent to an adjournment of the case 
for a month. 

Mr. Drury said that was a very fair offer. 

Mr. Healy—What can they do when they 
receive telegrams like those which I have in 
my hand, one from a farmer in the North of 
Ireland, offering potatoes at £12 5s., and 
another offering at £11 10s.? 

Mr. Carrigan—The allowable price is £9. 

Mr. Drury, adjourning the cace for a month, 
eaid that if buyers or sellers asked or paid 
one shilling above the fixed price they would 
be punished for it. If a man were convicted 
before him in a case of this kind he would 
send him to jail for six months. 

The Lord Mayor was present 
hearing of the case.

LONDON, Fripay. 

The Russian news had little apparent effect 
upon Stock Exchange values during to-day's ses- 
‘gion, but it influenced sentiment a good deal, 
The announcement of the fait accompli at Petro- 
grad was received this morning in the House 
with a great feeling of relief, after the vague 
and disturbing rumours of the last two days; 
but, on the other hand, there was @ not un- 
natural disposition -to await further develop- 
ments, and markets, therefore, had a somewhat 
reserved appearance, despite the cheerfulness of 
underlying conditions. The gilt-edged section 
fluctuated & good deal, and was inclined to 
weakness at the outset, but finished without 
material net change. There was further mode- 
rate support for Indian Government issues, ana 
the 3; p.c.’s and the Threes rose } to 65 and 56 
respectively. The Irish Land Loan was firm 
around 53,. Exchequer Sixes changed hands up 
to 102, but finished rather under that level.
